Norman E. Auerbach, associ- 
ate managing partner of the 
accounting firm of Coopers & 
Lybrand, said the company 
had informed Mr. Nixon that 
in order to properly audit the 
real estate deals, a total ac- 
counting of his finances was 
necessary. 

Auerbach said Coopers & 
Lybrand prepared the com- 
plete report but also issued a 
special report dealing only 
with the real estate aspect, at 
the request of the White 
House. 

“I , assume that he (the 
President) wanted to report to 
the public on that," Auerbach 
said. “Presumably that’s what 
the American public wanted 
to hear.”
